Regarding claims 4, and 21 , the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a 
protected OLED device comprising all the claimed limitations of claims 4 and 21, 
particularly comprising a first protective layer disposed over the active region where the 
first protective layer comprising an organometallic material. 

Claims 5-6, 10-16, 18-20 and 22-27 are allowed being dependent on allowed 
base claims.
